God can bring good out of our mis- 
takes and shortcémings. If’ we have 
ears to hear, He can always teach 
us lessons from them; and there may 
be hidden blessings in them for others, 


“Out of the eater came forth meat, 
and out of the strong came forth 
sweetness” (Judges 14:14). The Tres 
seldom hears of any good that comes 
from typographical errors, although some 
readers are not slow to point them out, 
But the Tres has one loyal missionary 
friend in Africa who saw a ray of light 
through a. mistake so small that, in 
linear measurement, it amounted to only 
a fraction of an inch. A letter was 
received only this summer from Miss 
Janette Miller, a. veteran missionary of 
Angola, West Africa, in which she wrote: 
“Just for fun I will tell you of a type 
skip in December 20, 1947, (Edl.) That 
particular number skipped the ink on 
the top of an 1 and gave me a rich bless- 
ing. The word was:to be ‘legal’ but was 
written ‘regal’ thus, ‘There is a regal 
holiness to which no man can attain.’ 
Meditate on this and you will have one 
of your precious paragraphs for the top 
of the first page. Mrs. Nicholson would 
also find herself writing a poem of 
adoration to our holy King.” The sen- 
tence to which Miss Miller refers was 
in the leading editorial, the first of the 
series by J. B. Rowell, on “The ‘Hence- 
forth’ of Holiness.” He wrote: “There 


is a legal holiness, to which no man can 
attain, since ‘there is none righteous, no, 
not one.’ There is an assumed holiness, 
a cloak to cover a vile deformity, for 
‘there is a generation that are pure in 
their own eyes, and yet is not washed 
from their filthiness’ (Prov, 30:12).” But 
the top of the “1” was broken and blurred 
in printing and in some copies the word 
looked like “regal.” It was both dis- 
cerning and charitable on Miss Miller’s 
part te see the mistake and yet bring 
good out of it. This is the alchemy of 
love, which can turn lead to gold, 
Though we cannot attain to God’s regal 
or legal holiness, yet, for us who be- 
lieve in Him, Christ “is made unto us 
wisdom, and rigtfteousness, and sanctifi- 
cation, and redemption” (1 Cor, 1:30). 
But more than that, His kingly right- 
eousness did not prevent Him from 
stooping to wash the disciples’ feet, and 
having done so, He said, “Ye call me 
Master and Lord: and ye say well; for 
so I am. If I then, your Lord and Mas- 
ter, have washed your feet; ye also 
ought to wash one another’s feet. For 
I have given you an example, that ye 
should do as I have done to you” (John 
13: 13-15).

He had planned to stay longer in 
the mountains, and then drive home with 
his family; but all that had to be 
changed, and he had to leave the burden 
of the trip home to his wife, who, as 
a faithful coworker in the Lord’s serv-

ice, was willing and well able to bear it, 
Would he face that long journey and 
those hard days in disappointment or 
defeat, or would he find God’s grace 
sufficient even for this new duty? It 
was after Paul had heard the Lord say, 
“My grace is sufficient for thee,” that 
the apostle said, “Therefore I take pleas- 
ure in infirmities, in reproaches, in neces- 
sities . . .” Here was one of the necessi- 
ties of life. 


On the morning of the journey the 
mountains seemed to put on their very 
best dress. It had been a still, moonlit 
night, and when the sun rose, mist hung 
over the goldenrod in the meadows, and 
the treeless summits of the range stood 
out against a cloudless sky. The only 
sounds were scattered crow calls and 
the rushing water of two streams. An 
eight-mile drive over the hills took the 
Traveler to the railroad town. Like any 
other small station before train time, 
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this one presented the usual bustling * 


scene. Through the noise the Traveler 
heard clearly two farewell sounds — 


the plaintive call of a wood pewee and , 


the cheery song of a red-eyed vireo. 
These did not make his leaving any 
easier. Finally a whistle was heard to 
the north, the watchman stepped out 
into the road with his stop sign, and 
the train rumbled in beside the plat- 
form. (At such times there is some- 
thing relentless and heartless about an 
engine, with its iron pistons and driving 
wheels, its blasts of smoke and steam, 
and its apparent impatience to hustle 
on its way.) The last, hasty good-bys 
were said, and soon the passengers were 
in the train, trying to make out, through 
the windows, the sign language of their 
friends outside as the train moved out 
of the station, 

For a time the Traveler watched the 
panorama moving by the windows, as 
the train wound in and out among the 
hills. There were steep pastures, seamed 
by cowpaths, studded with gray granite, 
and shaded here and there by white 
pines; white birches gleaming in the 
woods; wide fields set off by stone 
fences, and farmhouses attached to their 
barns against the severe winters; clear 
streams rushing under the trestles; and 
now and then last vistas of the moun- 
tains. These will seem like little things 
to those who know nothing of the spell 
of the mountains and the woods, but it 
was hard for the Traveler to leave the 
bird songs, the brooks, and the hills. 
But it came to his mind that the Lord 
Jesus had left His home in Heaven— 
a scene of indescribable and perfect 
beauty —for our sakes. And the Trav- 
éler knew that the trials of his parting 
and separation were as nothing beside 
those of the Lord. 


The railroad coach presented a cross- 
section of life. There were several 
young mothers with little children, who 
behaved very well during the ten-hour 
journey; there was a Jewish rabbi, with 
beard, skull cap, and black coat, and 
just back of him two black-clad nuns; 
many middle-aged and older folks, and 
a few young people. Most seemed 
anxious merely to kill time, by dozing or 
reading magazines. At one of the longer 
stops the Traveler engaged a Jewish 
businessman in conversation, and found 
that he was leaving the beautiful moun- 


tains because he was bored with their 


silence and seclusion, and felt that he 
simply must see people! He politely 
declined a Gospel of John, saying that 
he had need of nothing. He did not 
smoke (smoking was bad for sinus trou- 
ble anyway), drink, or overeat, and he 
had $50,000 in the bank. When he was 
reminded that he could not take his 
money with him after this life, and that 
all of us have a burden of sin that must 
somehow be accounted for, he closed the 
conversation by saying, “That we will 
not discuss.” 
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All day the train hurried on toward 
its destination, as each passenger in it 


. was moving on toward the end of life. 


“So teach us fo number our days, that 
we may apply our hearts unto wisdom” 
(Psa, 90:12). “And as it is appointed 
unto men once to die, but after this 
the judgment: so Christ was once offered 
to bear the sins of many; and unto them 
that look for him shall he appear the 
second time without sin unto salvation” 
(Heb, 9:27, 28). 

More than once there was a living 
picture of God’s gracious word, “As one 
whom his mother comforteth, so will I 
comfort you” (Isa. 66:13)..One two-year- 
old girl lay completely relaxed, with 
her head in her mother’s lap, while her 
mother smoothed her forehead and 
talked and sang to her in low tones; 
another young mother managed to keep 
her three young children happy all dey 
long. Toward evening one baby awoke 
from a nap and cried bitterly, and this 
set off several others, to the amusement 
of most of the passengers. But soon 
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there was peace and quiet again as the 
mothers soothed them, 


The train ran for hours beside the 
Connecticut River, and the Traveler 
could not help noting the contrast be- 
tween the clear, swift stream as it comes 
from a chain of lakes near the Canadian 
border, and the polluted, sluggish water 
of its lower reaches. In the North coun- 
try beautiful vistas would open out, 
and there would be sunlit, shallow 
rapids, and long, sandy points. But as 
the river flowed on through manufac- 
turing towns it became dark and slug- 
gish. This was a picture of what may 
happen to any life that is not sweet- 
ened by the grace of God. Apart from 
Him, one may become broadened in his 
knowledge, but there is no way to keep 
from pollution, and old age can be a 
long, dull period of despair. But this is 
not true of those who have heeded the 
invitation of the Lord Jesus, “If any 
man thirst, let him come unto me, and 
drink. He that believeth on me, as the

Was Saturday the Jewish Sabbath? 


In Genesis 2:1-3 we read that when 
God had finished His six days’ work 
of Creation, He rested on the seventh, 
blessed and sanctified it. 


In Exodus 16 we read, where the 
Children of Israel were en route to 
Sinai, God announced that the seventh 
day was the holy Sabbath — verses 26 
and 29. It surely then was the Lord’s 
Day, the first day after the six days 
of tenor. 


Will you tell me how and when the 
Jews came to their Sabbath day as 
Saturday? The Bible record said noth- 
ing about Saturday. 


When Jesus came He honored their 
day as the Sabbath. Today preachers 
often claim Saturday is the Sabbath. 
This is the one question about which 
I would ask information—A Virginia 
reader, ' 

The Bible does declare that the seventh 
day of the week was the Sabbath, in 
the references given by the reader, and 
also in Exodus 20:10, “But the seventh 
day is the sabbath of the Lord thy God.” 
But none of the modern names for the 
days of the week are found in the Bible, 
so Saturday is not mentioned. But it 
is generally agreed, by secular and re- 
ligious writers, that Saturday is the 
seventh day of the week and that Sun- 
day is the first. These days are so de- 
fined by Webster’s dictionary, Nelson’s 
encyclopedia, Chamber’s encyclopedia, 
and others, and Christians and Jews 
alike agree that Saturday is the seventh 
day and Sunday the first day. 

It is illogical and unscriptural to say 
of the Sabbath that “it surely then was 
the Lord’s day, the first day after the 
six days of labor,” for the Bible week, 
which has been accepted throughout the 


civilized world, contaihs seven days. 
Therefore the day after the six days of 
labor would be the seventh. 

An old work entitled “Chamber’s Book 
of Days,” containing much interesting in- 
formation on the history of the calendar, 
including days, weeks, months, has the 
following on the days: “While the Ro- 
mans have directly given us the names 


_of the months, we have immediately 


derived those of the days of the week 
from the Saxons. Both among the Ro- 
mans, however, and the Saxons, the sev- 
eral days were dedicated to the chief 
national deities, and in the characters of 
these several sets of national deities 
there is, in nearly every instance, an 
obvious analogy and correspondence; so 
that the Romani names of the days have 
undergone little more than a translation 
in the Saxon and consequently English 
names. Thus, the first day of the week 


is Sunnandaeg with the Saxons; Dies’ 


Solis with the Romans, ... The last day 
of the week took its Roman name of 
Dies Saturni, and its Saxon appellative 
of Seater-daeg, respectively from deities 
who approach each other in character.” 

It is true that some preachers, as for 
instance, the Seventh Day Adventists, 
claim that Saturday is the Sabbath, the 
day to be observed in worship. The 
Jews also make the same claim. But 
evangelical Christians hold that Sunday 
is the proper day of worship since the 
resurrection of Christ, which took place 
on the first day of the week. (Pam-

Lesson for October 17 
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1. Biblical Parallels in Modern Law 


Some of our modern laws that have their 
roots in basic laws laid down in Exodus 


oy 


OST of modern law is based upon 
M principles of legal theory which, 

although differently applied in 
different nations, find expression in 
the Holy Bible. To trace any particular 
rule of law back from the Missouri Re- 
vised Statutes of 1939—our latest full 
revision — through the English common 
law since Magna Carta— back through 
the Justinian Codification of A.D 429, the 
Roman Laws of the Twelve Tables in 
450 B.C., the Grecian Code of Solon, to 
the Mosaic Code would entail a. research 
study of tremendous detail. And to 
trace back each of the fifteen thousand 
sections of those statutes would be a 
herculean task. On the other hand, stu- 
dents of the science of jurisprudence 
know that most of our civil and criminal 
laws find Biblical authority to support 
them, particularly in the writings of two 
Biblical lawyers who were, respectively, 
the greatest humans of their era, Moses 
and Paul. 

Edward J. White, late a member of 
thd St. Louis Bar, in his four hundred 
page treatise on “The Law in the Scrip- 
tures,” 1 very meticulously quotes, verse 
by verse, Genesis to Revelation, the 
legal precepts found in the Bible. But 
in this study we will limit ourselves to 
a mention of the better-known legal 
doctrines expounded by two of the Bibli- 
cal writers who, prior to receiving the 
divine inspiration from God, received 
secular training as lawyers. Lest we be 
misunderstood, we hasten to add that the 
educational background of these faithful 
servants of God does not detract from 
their religious greatness, or in any way 
reflect unfavorably upon them. 

In this article we will treat of Moses, 
leaving Paul for the second article, to 
appear next week, and fully realizing 
that, in presenting the legalism of these 
two characters to our Christian readers, 
we only scratch the surface of the great 
subject of modern applications of Bibli- 
cal Law. 


I. Mosaic LAw IN Our TIMES 


Many Bible readers know, in a general 
way, that several of the Ten Command- 
ments are enforced by modern law, but 
few realize the full extent of the present 
influence of Mosaic Law in general, or 
know the facts in the Egyptian educa- 
tion of Moses that made him fully 
capable of presenting to the Hebrews 
not only the divine commandments of 
the Lord, but also a well-rounded sys- 
tem of civil and criminal jurisprudence, 
Still fewer realize the parallel between 
Moses and Paul in this connection—a

parallel that gives great significance to 
the words in Paul’s letter to the He- 
brews that, “by faith Moses; when he 
was come to years [of age], refused to 
be called the son of Pharaoh’s daughter” 
(Heb. 11:24). At the same time it was 
in the providence of God that Moses was, 
rescued from the Nile by Pharaoh’s 
daughter, who sent him to be educated 
in the University of Thebes, which was 
similar to modern universities except 
that theology was taught as the central 
and supreme science.2 It was at this 
university that Moses was “learned in 
all the wisdom of the Egyptians” (Acts 
7:22). That knowledge included music, 
law (Code of Hammurabi), medicine, 
architecture, and theology. 

A. Moses and Paul. We believe in 
the inspiration of the Bible and the lit- 
eral interpretation of Scripture. It is no 
disparagement upon Moses, as we have 
said, but is rather an illustration of 
divine wisdom that this Hebrew, who 
was selected by Jehovah as the vessel 
through whom the Law was imparted 
to mah, had the benefit of both legal 
and theological education. It is signifi- 
cant that on the Damascus road our 
Lord chose another Hebrew lawyer, 
Saul of Tarsus, who had been a law 
priest and a member of the Sanhedrin,3 
as the great emissary to the Gentile 
world, teaching Hebrews also that Christ 
came to fulfill, not to destroy the Law

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of Moses. One example of the legalistic 
language used by Paul and Moses will 
serve to illustrate our point. The Lord, 
in commissioning Moses at Midian, 
directed him to tell Pharaoh that “Israel is 
my son, even my firstborn” (Exod. 4:22). 
Paul made a similar statement regarding 
believers when he pointed out that Christ 
was “made under the law, to redeem 
them that were under the law, that we 
might receive the adoption of sons” (Gal. 
4:4, 5); and are “children, then heirs, 
heirs of God, and joint-heirs with Christ” 
(Rom, 8:17). 


8. Jurisprudence. We have referred 
to the legal education of Moses as a 
background for our comparison of Mosaic 
with American law to illustrate the idea 
that God in His providence has given 
us the science of jurisprudence whereby, 
through the study of comparative law, 
we can learn the bases for legal rules, 
in order to bring about better earthly 
government until the Lord returns to 
receive us unto Himself. It is not mere 
accident that similar laws exist in all 
legal systems, or that in Chinese mythol- 
ogy there is a story of a judge dividing 
a baby between two “mother” claim- 
ants, as Solomon proposed to do.4 It is 
on such a study of similarity that juris- 
prudence finds its basis, and the late 
Dean Wigmore, of Northwestern Uni- 
versity Law School has pointed out in 
his monumental work entitled, “A 
Panorama of the World’s Legal Sys- 
tems,” 5 that all the laws of the civilized 
world from 4000 B.C. down to date are 
variations of one or another of sixteen 
legal systems of which the Egyptian, 
Mesopotamian, Hebrew, and Greek 
ceased to have governmental power in 
the first century A.D. But even though 
the Romans put an end to earthly gov- 
ernment by a Hebrew state, until re- 
cently re-established in A.D. 1948, the 
Romans could not extinguish the prin- 
ciples of jurisprudence embodied in the 
Mosaic Law, many of which are enforced 
in our law today. We will point out a 
great many of these by way of illus- 
tration, but will not burden the reader 
with exhaustive references to well- 
known modern laws. 


C. Specific Illustrations. The Inter- 
national Sunday School Lesson for Oc- 
tober 17, presented in this issue of THE 
Sunpay ScuHoot Times, includes as the 
printed lesson text a portion from Deu- 
teronomy 6 (vs, 20-25), which is an ex-

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hortation from the Lord through Moses 
that the Israelites obey the law; while 
the assigned verses from Leviticys (chap. 
19:9-14, 17, 18) sets out ideas of crop 
rotation for economical farming and that 
one shall not steal, cheat, lie, defraud, 
rob, curse, or hate one’s neighbor! The 
reader will notice that we have put five 
words in italics. In our times there are 
criminal statutes on each of these points, 
ie., telling a lie in court (perjury), 
stealing, robbery, cheating (confidence 
game), using the mails to defraud, ,and 
obtaining money under false pretenses. 

We have already referred to the idea 
of the adoption of sons: that Moses was 
adopted and educated by Pharaoh's 
daughter, but renounced his heirship and 
inheritance to lead the Hebrews out of 
Egypt; and that our Lord Jesus Christ 
has adopted us who believe in Him as 
brothers of His and heirs of God. ; 

One of the basic constitutional guar- 
antees of our American freedom is that 
no person shall be deprived of life, lib- 
erty, or property without “due process 
of law.”® The idea of due process of 
law, on which hangs the whole law of 
evidence and theory of reversible errors 
on appeal, has been traced? back to a 
Mosaic law, which was that a murderer 
“shall be put to death by the mouth of 
witnesses: but one person shall not tes- 
tify against any person to cause him to 
die” (Num. 35:30). It took two witnesses 
to convict for murder ! 

False witness in court, or perjury, as 
we call it (Deut. 19:18; Mark 14:56),is a 
crime today as it was forbidden by 
Mosaic Law. 

In the twenty-first chapter of Leviti- 
cus we find a discussion of marriage laws 
which, at least in part, are still enforced 
today: first cousins cannot lawfully 
marry in Missouri. 

Mr. White, in his exhaustive book on 
“The Law in the Scriptures,” has this to 
say about the Ten Commandments (pp. 
66, 67): “Moses was the instrument 
through which the law was given to 
Israel, direct from God. The Greek 
fathers called the ‘Commandments’ the 
Decalogue, and their histories corrobo- 
rated the Biblical account that these laws 
were written by God on tablets of stone 
and given to Moses on Mt. Sinai (Fallow, 
‘Enc.,’ I, 511). 

“The Ten Commandments will ever 
stand as the best and simplest form of 
fundamental law the world has ever had. 
The New Testament recognizes the Ten 
Commandments as of divine authority 
(Matt. 22:36-40; Rom. 13:8, 10; Jas. 2:8). 
And secular law writers accept the Com- 
mandments as ‘Revealed Law’ ‘expressly 
declared so by God himself,’ hence they 
are of ‘infinitely more authenticity than 
the system framed by ethical writers’

To summarize: The following are 
some of the modern laws that were held 
to under the Mosaic Law: Sabbath ob- 
sefvance (Gen, 2:3); the rite of marriage 
(Gen. 24:61-67); the English idea of 
primogeniture—the birthright of an 
eldest son—first sold by Esau (Gen. 
25: 30-33); the idea of apprenticeship to 
learn a trade or earn one’s freedom — 
Jacob’s apprenticeship to Laban (Gen. 
29: 15-20); mutual contract between men 
— Jacob and Laban (Gen, 31: 44-46, etc.) ; 
the idea of a sale—Joseph sold into 
bondage (Gen. 37:26-28); the 20% in- 
come tax imposed by Pharaoh, upon the 
recommendation of Joseph (Gen. 47:23); 
the law of adoption of children — Jacob’s 
adoption of Manasseh and Ephraim 
(Gen. 48:1ff.), Moses’ adoption by Phar- 
aoh’s daughter (Exod, 2:10); adoption 
of Esther by Mordecai (Esther 2:7); the 
death penalty for homicide — “a life for 
a life’; the Ten Commandments (Exod. 
20:1-21), particularly the third (blas- 
phemy), fourth (Sabbath-keeping), fifth 
(parent-honor — patricide), sixth (homi- 
cide), seventh (adultery), eighth (theft), 
ninth (perjury—false witness — slan- 
der), the relation of master to slave 
(Exod, 21:2-6); kidnaping (Exod, 21:6; 
Deut. 24:7); common assault (Exod. 21: 
18, 19); damages for negligence with fire 
(Exod. 22:6); double damages for trespass 
(Exod, 22:9); witchcraft a crime (Exod. 
22:18); sodomy (Exod. 22:19); usury 
(Exod. 22:25); pawning ome’s clothes 
illegal (Exod. 26); slander (Exod, 23:1); 
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and Moses even had a law requiring a 
census to be taken (Exod, 30:14). 

In (Leviticus and Numbers we find 
Moses giving detailed procedure as to 


- the basic laws laid down in Exodus. In 


the sense that our statutes provide the 
details of regulation to fill in the frame 
of government provided by the, Consti- 
tution, we might say that the Ten Com- 
mandments were the Hebrew Constitu- 
tion — with the other laws to fill in the 
details. The difference between ancient 
and modern government, though, lies in 
this: whereas Moses framed his consti- 
tution at the direction of God, our fore- 
fathers settled America as‘a place to 
worship God as their consciences re- 
quired: Moses at the bidding of God 
also supplied the supplementary legis- 
lation, whereas today our legislatures 
(or Congress, or the President) make 
rules of law, and, too often, do not con- 
sult God at all! Our modern politicos 
have forgotten, apparently, that among 
the many ideas taught by that great 
Reformation leader, John Calvin, was 
the idea that as ministers are ordained 
of the church (representing God) to 
teach and to preach Christianity and to 
minister unto the souls of men, so physi- 
cians should be ordained of the church 
and supported at public expense to min- 
ister to man’s physical needs, and like- 
wise lawyers should be ordained —to 
help in the true advocacy of earthly 
law to enforce some semblance of jus- 
tice until Jesus comes again to bring us 
perfect justice and millennial joy,

When Evangelical Students Met in Switzerland 


As delegates from many countries listened to 
messages in three languages on the cross of Christ

John Winston is well qualified to report the first European Conference 
of the International Fellowship of Evangelical Students, which he 
attended August 7-16. A son of the Co-Director of the Belgian Gospel 
Mission, he is as fluent in French as in English; he was g*aduated 
from Wheaton College, served in the Navy during the war, and is now 
a second year student at the Fuller Theological Seminary in Pasadena. 
C. Stacey Woods, generai secretary of the Inter-Varsity Christian Fel- 
lowship, has been appointed general secretary of the I.F.E.S.; Dr. Hallesby 
or Norway is president; Dr. Martyn Lloyd-Jones of London is chairman 
of the Executive Committee; and Dr. René Pache and Mr. Bolten are 


vice-chagman and treasurer.

ATHERED at the scenic “Camp de 

Vennes” overlooking Switzerland’s 
beautiful Lake Geneva, some 370 stu- 
dents from 28 countries met the second 
week of August for the first European 
conference of the International Fellow- 
ship of Evangelical Students. During 
that memorable,week we learned some- 
thing of the meaning of our conference 


theme, Hoc Signo Vinces (“By This Sign 
Thou Shalt Conquer’), catching a vision 
of the way of the cross that leads to 
salvation, victory, and fruitfulness, 
Many linguistic, political, and eco- 
nomic problems had to be overcome 
before this conference could be held. 
Take the language problem, for instanee. 
At registration we had all received a 
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tag showing name, nationality, and uni- 
versity, while’ our linguistic skills were 
represented by colored lines, either 
solid or dotted, depending on how fluent 
we thought we were. Nearly everyone 
had more than one line, so that it was 
interesting, say at mealtime, to examine 
your neighbor’s tag to see what lan- 
guages he spoke. All messages, reports, 
and instructions were given in the three 
basic languages: German, French, and 
English. 

In front of the men’s cabins, which, 
like the girls’, were divided according 
to the three basic languages, was a 
soccer field, where in nice weather 
young men who a few years ago had 
been at war now peacefully displayed 
their Christian sportsmanship. Particu- 
larly noticeable among the players were 
a barefooted Malagasy (from Madagas- 
car) and a spirited Scot, complete with 
regimental kilt and sporran (purse). 


News From Many Lands 


The first afternoon meeting was de- 
voted to reports from the different coun- 
tries, and the news from most univer- 
sities was encouraging. Australian, 
American, English, and Canadian dele- 
gates spoke of the daily prayer meet- 
ings, weekly Bible’ studies, public 
evangelistic meetings and missionary 
programs in an increasing number of 
their universities. Australia has flour- 
ishing Fellowships in all eight of her 
large universities. Also heartening was 
the report that in French, Italian, Bel- 
gian, and other universities, ‘“beach- 
heads” have been established. Nearly 
all the spokesmen expressed the need 
in their universities for a broader mis- 
sionary vision and increased zeal in per- 
senal work. The British, French, and 
German delegations, along with their 
Swiss hosts, were the largest, number- 
ing from 40 to 60 members each. The 
Scandinavian countries, Austria, Hun- 
gary, Lithuania, and Belgium were also 
well represented, while some of our 
friends hailed from such far-off lands 
as Greece, Nigeria, Palestine, Transjor- 
dania, South Africa, Iceland, Australia, 
New Zealand, and the U.S.A. Efforts 
also were made to invite students from 
other Eastern European nations, but 
correspondence with them was immedi- 
ately dropped when, through other chan- 
nels, it was learned that government 
suspicion rested upon those invited. As 
a result at least six of them were sent 
to work camps. On the other hand, it 
was encouraging to hear that a revival 
has spread to the churches from the 
Hungarian student groups. The latter, 
however, must meet together unofficially 
to study the Bible. For these and espe- 
cially those who could not come we 
united our hearts in prayer. 

We had the privilege of hearing some 
of the finest Bible expositors in Europe. 
During the morning sessions they would 
speak on the cross in some portion of 
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the Scriptures, It was a revelation to 
many young Christians to hear Profes- 
sor Bruston of the theological seminary 
at Aix-en-Provence, France, follow_ the 
threads of substitution, sacrifice, and 
reconciliation’ through the Old Testa- 
ment to their full flowering in the cross. 
On two succeeding mornings Pastor 
Champersial of Geneva pointed out to 
us the shadow of the cross in the syn- 
optic Gospels. “In the record of Jesus’ 
last days,” said Pastor Champendal, 
“each detail might well bear the super- 
scription ‘for us,’” 

Supplementing these rich studies, the 
evening messages on “The Intellectual 
and the Cross” brought out our personal 
responsibility before the cross of Christ. 
Some unsaved students had been invited, 
and to reach them was perhaps the 
chief concern of the responsible Chris- 
tians present, so that throughout the 
day one could notice here and there 
quiet, personal conversations, 

Tuesday afternoon we made a lovely 
excursion to the near-by castle of Chil- 
lon. The electric train took us through 
Clarens, where the National Association 
of Evangelicals were holding their con- 
ference, and along the lake shore to the 
famous old castle jutting out into the 
lake on a rocky ledge. It was fascinat- 
ing to wander’ through its clammy dun- 
geons where Byron once languished, its 
huge, draughty chambers with their 
monumental fireplaces, and its lofty 
tower, which commands a superb view 
of the blue lake, green French Alps, 
and snow-capped giants in the distance. 
We returned in a quaint little steamer 
which nosed its way into inlet after 
enchanting inlet on its way back to Lau- 
sanne. That evening we split up into 
the three groups and each heard the 
Gospel in its simplest expression unham- 
pered by translation. 


The Morning Bible Studies 


Continuing the morning series Dr. 
René Pache, vice-chairman of the 
LF.E.S. executive council and director of 
the camp, unfolded to us the cross in 
the Epistle to the Hebrews, where per- 
haps clearest of all we can see that 
‘new and living way.” “It is,” said Dr. 
Pache, “as though through the very 
wounds of Christ that we enter into the 
holy of holies, and come boldly before 
the throne of God.” 

Right after breakfast each morning 
one or another would bring us a brief 
devotional message, usually in his 
mother tongue. God used one of these 
meditations, centering around the risen 
Lord’s call to Peter to leave his nets 
and preach the Gospel, to set apart a 
young man studying agriculture for full- 
time Christian service. _ 

Concluding the morning series, Dr. E. 
Sauer of’ Wiedenest, Germany, eéx- 
pounded to us something of Paul’s un- 
derstanding of the cross. He reminded 
us that, if the mystery of the Gospel 
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could be fully understood, the intellec- 
tual man would be privileged with re- 
spect to his less gifted neighbor, whereas 
God intends that all men should tread 
the simple path of faith. “The cross,” 
said Dr. Sauer, “which represents man’s 
utmost in wicked, rebellious affront to 
God, is also God’s answer to men, his 
supreme act of love toward them.” 
The attendance of our German friends, 
coming from universities all over allied 
Germany, was made possible through 
the gifts of American friends, since Ger- 
mans are forbidden to take any money 
across the border. At the same time as 
our conference, six camps of forty Ger- 
man boys and girls each were held near 
Basel, Switzerland. /This priceless op- 
portunity of training some of Germany’s 
young people in Christian living is ap- 
preciated by students in other countries. 
One girl in an American Christian col- 
lege sold her violin and gave the pro- 
ceeds to help this venture of faith. Sac- 
rificial giving was noticed also in the 
freewill offering taken at Vennes for 
the same cause. It is often by such ef- 
forts that God’s work is carried on. 


Singing in Three Languages 


The messages brought by Dr. Martyn 
Lloyd-Jones of London, chairman of the 
Executive Council of I.F.E.S., were also 
geeply appreciated. On our first Sunday 
morning he dwelt on that basic New 
Testament question, “What think ye of 
Christ? Is He precious to you?” remark- 
ing that if He doesn’t transcend all for 
us, any. belief we have of Him is of no 
value. We sang in closing, “How sweet 
the name of Jesus.” Many well-known 
hymns exist in the three languages, so 
that using the Inter-Varsity Christian 
Fellowship hymnbook and the Scripture 
Union collection of French and German 
hymns we could often sing all together. 

On missionary day, Mr. George 
Krampf of the China Inland Mission 
outlined the internal and external equip- 
ment of a missionary, stressing the im- 
portance of God-given love and adapta- 
bility. In a brief discussion that followed 
the meeting, he told us of the desperate 
need for doctors and nurses, not to men- 
tion teachers, and it is largely from 
university circles, he reminded us, that 
such trained personnel must come. That 
evening Dr, R. Brechet, a Swiss mis- 
sionary doctor in Angola, who himself 
was reached for God during his univer- 
sity days, related how the character of 
his mission, like that of so many, has 
changed in recent years. The mission- 
ary’s task now is training the native 
converts to be evangelists, teachers, 
male nurses, and the like, and to help 
the local churches become autonomous, 
To form this native leadership, highly 
trained missionaries are needed. What- 
ever God calls them to do later, many 
students are catching the vision of their 
own universities as immediate mission

Helping Juniors To Know 
their Bibles 


By Daisy Jenney Clay 


HE Junior, with his newly acquired 

Bible, which is usually presented to 
him as he graduates from the. Primary 
Department, needs'a guide to its un- 
familiar and seemingly mysterious con- 
tents. It is our task to help him to be- 
come at home in the Bible, to be able 
to use it as a guide, and, most of all, 
to love it. To do this, he must have 
some idea of the make-up and arrange- 
ment of the Bible. He needs to know 
a little something about the parts, or 
books, of which it is composed. 


Our Juniors call the listing and group- 
ing of these books the “road map of the 
Bible.” They attack the task of learn- 
ing the books in order with enthusiasm, 
boys quite as earnestly as girls. Merely 
learning these names in rote has much 
less value and permanence than learn- 
ing them in named groups. In the Old 
Testament there are five books of Law, 
twelve of history, five of poetry, five of 
Major Prophets, twelve of Minor 
Prophets. In the New Testament are 
the four Gospels, one book of history, 
fourteen Letters of Paul, and eight gen- 
eral Letters, including Revelation. 

This method of learning them not only 
makes the memory task easier, by break- 
ing it up into short blocks, but it gives 
it more significance. The children get 
in this way a bird’s-eye view of the 
general composition of the Bible. As 
the names of each group are learned, 
stories and selected verses from these 
books may be read. The Juniors love 
to use their Bibles and, if they do this 
each Sunday in their service, they have 
an added incentive to learning their way 
about in the Bible and gain skill in its 
use. Experience shows that this mem- 
ory project not only helps our Juniors 
to use their Bibles during their stay in 
the department and to feel a sense of 
familiarity with it, but that this ability 
remains through later years. 

There are a great many ways of help- 
ing the children in this task. To a 
child prompt recognition of attainment 
is important, so in our department we 
do not wait until all sixty-six books 
are learned and then present an award, 
As each group is mastered, we present 
a bookmark of narrow ribbon, a different 
color for each group, making a “rain- 
bow bookmark” at the end. With pleased 
smiles they display each color earned. 
When all Old Testament names are 
learned, we present a button inscribed 
“Be ye doers of the Word.” This gives 





fresh impetus to the committing of the 
New Testament names. 

The children enjoy games and drills 
that help to fasten these names in their 
minds. One of the favorites is Bible 
Seesaw. The children all stand. The 
leader names the first book, the chil- 
dren the second, and they thus rapidly 
alternate through the sixty-six books. 
Any child missing the proper response 
is in honor bound to sit down. Those 
remaining on their feet at the end are 
the successful ones, : 

For another exercise we cut pieces of 
cardboard 2x12 inches, with a paper clip 
fastened by Scotch tape to the reverse 
side at the top. On each strip is the 
abbreviated name of a book of the Bible, 
A cord is fastened against the wall in 
the front of the room and the “books” 
hooked on in the proper order. 

One child is sent out of the room, 
while another exchanges the places of 
two of the books. When the first child 
returns, he must observe which books 
are out of their proper place and re- 
store them, while the group watches 
with interest. 

We use eye appeal, also, by having 
a large chart on display (except dur- 
ing these drills) with the names of the 
books in letters large enough to be read 
across the room, and in their proper 
order and appropriate color. 

One thing is above all else important, 
the leader should know these perfectly 
—even Minor Prophets!

Teaching Turbulent Teens

. © E ARE giving you a class of high 


school girls,” the assistant Sun- 
day school superintendent told me. “We 
feel that parents of teen-agers often 
make good teachers in the high school 
department.” I accepted with alacrity, 
for teen-agers have always fascinated 
me, 

In the twenty years or more of Sun- 
day school teaching, I have taken some 
satisfaction in being able to hold the 
attention of each of the variety of classes 
I have faced. “If I can interest a bunch 
of ‘peppery’ boys,” I thought, “I can 
tackle anything!” But “pride goeth be- 
fore a fall,” and I was due for a fall, 
when I accepted those teen-age girls. 

As. I approac them confidently that 
first Sunday, I enthusiastically presented 
the 4esson with anecdotal and discussion 
treatment. To my great dismay, I found 
no response. The girls either coolly 
eyed me as though, “What are you here 


for?” or entertained themselves with the 
past week’s events. 

Sunday after Sunday I faced the same 
difficulties. It was agonizing, and I had 
a bad case of “quit-itis.” Being new 
in the Sunday school, I felt I had no 
one in whom I could confide, but finally 
I approached another teacher in the 
same department. 

“Oh,” she commented. “You have the 
problem class in our department. I 
wouldn’t feel too bad about it. Others 
have tried it. I’d take it as a challenge 
and win those girls.” 

“Win them?” I queried. “That seems 
utterly impossible. They refuse to be 
won over.” . 

But hopeless as it appeared, I stuck 
to it, and prayed more intensely over 
the matter. With what results? I have 
the finest class in the department! 
(Others may contradict this, however !) 

No miracle has happened. The girls 
are still unruly at times. They whisper 
and giggle. They yawn and are bored. 
A few are still disrespectful. But I 
have won their confidence. 

How was it done? By various methods 
and ways I attempted first to reach their 
inner beings, and gradually (ah, so very 
gradually !) I detected a warmer atmos- 
phere in the class. 

One of the first steps was to invite 
them to my home for supper and a social. 
This was followed by other such events 
that brought us together socially. It not 
only eased the tenseness in the teacher- 
pupil relationship, but united tHe girls 
together. There had been in the class a 
most undesirable ‘cliquishness which ex- 
cluded others and resulted in a number 
of the girls leaving t. e Sunday school, 

Methods of teaching took a decided 
change. The peculiar feature in teach- 
ing this class is that in the various 
methods I used, I can never rely on one 
for permanent use. I keep varying the 
plan from week to week. One of the 
most effective methods, however, which 
I had never used before, even in the 
wildest of classes, has brought best re- 
sults. I did not learn it in any of my 
teacher training classes. It is purely 
my own creation, and I pass it on for 
what it is’ worth. 

It may be stated here, that besides 
teaching unruly teens, I am teaching un- 
der deplorable circumstances. Due to 
overcrowded conditions, we are five 
boisterous classes in one small room. 
Consequently, the classes disturb each 
other to the nth degree. So I suggested 
at times that we plug our ears, read over 


.the prescribed lesson. carefully; then: be 


all set for a quiz. Quizzes, by the way, 
have captivated our modern youth to 
such extent that they afford a marvel- 
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ous medium for portraying and teach- 
ing truth. After each individual girl has 
read through the Scripture portion as- 
signed, there is either an oral or a writ- 
ten quiz. The most effective way is 
to provide pencils and papers for a writ- 
ten quiz. Occasionally one will remark, 
“Oh, that’s too much like school,” but 
all have co-operated nicely in this mat- 
ter. I have happily discovered that the 
class gains more Bible knowledge with 
this method. At the same time it keeps 
them interested and active. Occasion- 
ally I assign one girl to read the lesson 
previous to class attendance. She then 
relates the lesson ‘to the class, On other 
occasions, I conclude the lesson early, 
taking time for an added Bible quiz. 


Perhaps the most outstanding results 
I have had in dealing with this class is 
to use subjects in which they all are 
vitally interested, such as clothes, boy 
friends, amusements, marriage, and the 
like, presenting always from the Chris- 
tian viewpoint and with abundant Bible 
references, Any one of these discussions 
brings the girls into a huddle and con- 
fidences are exchanged. It has thrilled 
my soul to have them ask such questions 
as: “What’s wrong with going with a 
boy who is not a Christian?” ‘“What’s 
wrong with marrying a Catholic?” “Why 
shouldn’t a Christian go to movies?” Or, 
It is in 
this point I feel I have made my great- 
est gain. Having won their confidence 
to the extent that they look upon me 
as an adviser in their everyday prob- 
lems has encouraged me immensely. 

Keeping the girls interested has been 
a terrific task. The moment they be- 
come bored, snapshots, bill folds, pow- 
der puffs, and gay conversation come into 
action. On numerous occasions I have 
observed to my dismay that a new hat, 
or some other part of my wearing ap- 
parel is the object for intense discussion 
and criticism ! 

On one occasion, two of the girls, hav- 
ing been put on a committee to plan a 
young people’s social, used the Sunday 
school period to plan the event. Noth- 
ing I said or did ‘captured their inter- 
est, so I resorted to a new course. Clos- 
ing my Bible, and putting away my 
lesson material, I said, 

“Betty and Mary, is that the April 
Showers Party you are planning?” 

“Sure,” they eagerly responded, curi- 


ous to know what the teacher had to 
offer, 


“Well, then, we'll all wait until you 
have it all settled and planned before 
we proceed with our lesson.” 


“Oh, no,” they remonstrated. “You go 
right on.” 

“But,” I continued, “I cannot teach in 
the midst of showers and umbrellas.” 

Laughingly they put aside their paber 
and pencils and replied, “O.K., we'll 
quit.” The “electric” atmosphere cleared 
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the “weather,” and I had remarkable 
liberty in teaching that day. 

There is much land yet to be con- 
quered, and problems are far from 
solved, but at least, we have claimed 
some territory by God’s grace and power.

Nine Ways To Use Wire Recorders 
By Hyla Mignon Pike 


HE new type of recorders, both wire 
and tape, have revolutionized the 
earlier tedious recording processes, and 
have, as well, proved a great boon in 
Christian work. Now the average per- 
son can have the thrill of hearing the 
“truth and nothing but the truth” about 
his own voice. Since so much of Chris- 
tian work is done through the realm of 
sound, many departments of the church 
and of Gospel work are putting the re- 
corders to good use, 
Here are some ways which mission- 
aries, churches, and Sunday schools have 
used the new recorders in their work: 


1. The music department of the church 
finds the recorder an invaluable critic 
for its choir and special musical com- 
binations. Played back and studied, the 
spools of wire or tape reveal with great 
accuracy the weaknesses of performance, 
so that they can be corrected. Soloists 
and instrumentalists can study and im- 
prove their technique. Voie teachers 
everywhere are using such recorders as 
standard equipment. 

2. Shut-ins can have the whole den 
service brought to their homes, hearing 
the pastor’s sermon, the choir and the 
like, and thus feel that they are. not 
left out of the church life. 

3. Missionary addresses and requests 
for prayer, direct from the field, keep 
the home churches informed and 
inspired. These firsthand testimonies 
from the other side of the world help 
bridge that great gap that separates 
home and the mission field. Women’s 
missionary groups find such aids invalu- 
able in -keeping interest. The mission- 
ary’s voice, fresh and alive, brings home 
as nothing else can the-feeling of per- 
sonal contact and that he needs our 
prayers and support. 

4. Pastors are recording their sermons, 
replaying them for an accurate picture 
of their speech habits while “in action.” 
Conscientious pastors are finding much 
room for improvement after hearing 
themselves as others hear them! 

5. The inspiration of outstanding 
speakers at summer camps and confer- 
ences need not be lost to those who must 
stay at home. Such messages can be 
recorded and used to inspire those in the 
home church. Series of Bible lectures 
by noted Bible teachers can also be 
replayed for Bible study groups, 

6. Missionaries are taking recorders 
to their flelds, sending home spools 
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carrying personal messages to their rela- 
tives and friends. Likewise spools are 
carried with them, or are sent later, 
recording the voices of friends and loved 
onés at home, thus helping to combat 
homesickness, 

7. If your church has a radio program, 
the recorder is your best critic for audi- 
tioning voices and program material, 
giving an opportunity for careful study 
before a program is broadcast. 

8. Absentee teachers and leaders can 
give special messages first hand to their 
groups, or leave them recorded to be 
played in their absence, Personal touches 
like this create great interest. Children 
are fascinated by a familiar voice telling 
them stories, leading their music, and 
calling them by name! 

9. Novelty —replay candid moments 
from children’s classes for their parents; 
use for occasional fun at church socials 
and parties; get on-the-spot enthusiasm 
at parties, rallies, and camps to awaken 
interest later in the year. 

All in all, up-to-date Christian workers 
who have invested in this new device 
are finding recorders profitable and in- 
creasingly useful.

The Lesson as a Whole 


By H. A. Ironside, Litt.D.

Approach to the Lesson 

THER nations, notably the Egyp- 
O tian, Sumerian, Assyrian, and 

Babylonian, had a codified system 
of laws in very ancient times, and there 
are many so-called scholars who insist 
that the Hebrews obtained their statutes 
and judgments from some of these. But 
none of them are worthy to be com- 
pared with the high and holy principles 
which are embodied in the Law which 
God gave through Moses,¢ The Ten 
Commandments stand out as the highest 
ethical code ever. given to man, until 
our Lord magnified and honored them 
by His teaching in the Sermon on the 
Mount. With the “Ten Words,” the 
heart of the legal Covenant, God also 
gave many statutes and ordinances de- 
signed to guard His people from the evils 
surrounding them on every hand and to 
direct their feet in paths of righteous- 
ness and peace. The Law was as a child- 
director, given for the protection and 
guidance of Israel until ‘Christ Himself 
should come (Gal. 3:24). But it was 
more than this. It was God’s way of 
showing man his weakness and his utter 
inability to save himself. It was de- 
signed to give sin the explicit character 
of transgression in order to bring con- 
viction of guilt home to every heart. The 
Law, therefore, showed the need of sal- 
vation, but it could not effect that sal- 
vation. It was, we are told, “weak 
through the flesh” (Rom. 8:3). To the 
man who bowed to its holy mandates 
and turned to God as a repentant sin- 
ner, it became indeed the joy of his 
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soul, for he recognized that in it God 
was speaking directly to every subject 
heart; and he who is right with God 
will delight in His Law even though he 
has to acknowledge how far short he 
himself comes from that full obedience 
which is his ideal. 


The Historical Setting 


The two Books from which our lesson 
is taken form parts 3 and 5 of the Penta- 


.teuch of Moses, called by the Jews the 


Torah, or Law. Leviticus was the priests’ 
guidebook. It was written by Moses 
while Israel was encamped at Sinai and 
consists of instruction given by God, 
speaking from the newly constructed 
sanctuary: the Tabernacle of the wil- 
derness. Deuteronomy, which means the 
Second Law, was written by Moses as 
his last series of messages to Israel, while 
they abode in the plains of Moab, on the 
east of the Jordan. It is pre-eminently 
the book of the divine government, 


Verse by Verse 

Deut. 6:20.—‘What mean the testi- 
monies, and the statutes, and the judg- 
ments?” In giving His Law to Israel 
God had in mind the generations to 
come as well as those who received it 
at first hand. The children were to be 
taught the meaning of His command- 
ments in order that they might be pre- 
served from the evils apparent on every 
hand. Naturally, they would inquire of 
their parents in days to come what all 
these things meant. 

Verse 21.—“We were Phavaoh’s bond- 
men ... the Lord brought us out of 
Egypt with a mighty hand.” They were 
never to forget that God found them in 
bondage in the land of Egypt and in His 
wondrous grace and cmnipotent power 


had delivered them from slavery and 
wretchedness and brought them to Him- 


-self. 


Verse 22—“The Lord showed signs 
and wonders . . before our eyes.” 
Those who could thus speak had been 
eyewitnesses of God’s dealings with the 
Egyptians, though they themselves were 
but children at the time. Thus they 
could pass on an authentic account of 
all this to those who were to follow after 
them, 


Verse 23.—“‘He brought us out... 
that he might bring us in.” This is ever 
God’s way;. not only to deliver from suf- 
fering and slavery, but to bring into 
blessing and liberty as His people are 
guided by His own hand to the land of 
His choosing. 


Verse 24.—“The Lord commanded us to 
do all these statutes .. . for our good 
always.” There was nothing harsh or 
arbitrary about God’s holy laws; all were 
designed for Israel’s good, that they might 
be preserved alive individually and 
nationally as they walked in obedience 
to His commandments. 


Verse 25.—“It shall be our righteous- 
ness, if we observe to do all these com- 
mandments.” Under Law, righteousness 
consisted in obedience to that which 
God had enjgined upon Israel. If they 
failed to obey, then they brought down 
judgment upon their own heads, 

Lev. 19:9.—“When ye reap the harvest 
.., thau shalt not wholly reap the cor- 
ners of thy field.” Many precepts of the 
Law had to do with God’s care for the 
poor and needy among His people. This 
is an example of such. The owners of 
the field were*not to take up for them- 
selves everything that the land produced. 
The gleanings, were to be left for others, 
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Verse 10.—‘Thou shalt leave them for 
the poor and stranger.” Those who did 
not possess any property themselves 
were to be permitted to glean both in 
the harvest fields and vineyards of their 
wealthier brethren, the provision thus 
made coming to them, as it were, directly 
from the Lord Himself. The story of 
Ruth shows us how one poor widdw 
profited in this way. 


Verse 11.—“Ye shall not steal, neither 
deal falsely, neither lie one to another.” 
Intrinsic righteousness was God’s de- 
mand for all in Israel. Absolute hon- 
esty and integrity were to characterize 
His separated people. 


Verse 12.—“Ye shall not swear by my 
name falsely.” That is, they were not 
to use the name of Jehovah to attest 
a false matter; neither were they to 
“profane the name of” God. This refers 
not merely to what we speak of as pro- 
fanity, but they were known as the peo- 
ple of Jehovah and therefore were so to 
behave themselves that His name would 
not be dishonored. — 


Verse 13.—“‘The wages of him that is 
hired shall not abide with thee all night 
until the morning.” The Israelitish em- 
ployer was called upon to deal consider- 
ately and faithfully with his employees, 
who were depending upon their daily 
wage in order to procure the necessities 
of life. He was not, therefore, to defer 
paying the wages due them when he had 
the money in hand wherewith to settle. 


Verse 14.—“‘Thou shalt not curse the 
deaf,” for even though he could not 
hear, God was listening, and He would 
take note of every such offense, and deal 
with it accordingly. Neither were they 
to “put a stumblingblock before the 
blind.” He who did this was responsible 
to God for any ill that might happen 
to his neighbor who did not possess the 
gift of sight. 


Verse 17.—“‘Thou shalt not hate thy 
brother in thine heart.” The Law of 
God has to do with the inward parts 
as well as with outward actions. Hatred 
was absolutely forbidden even as our 
Lord Himself insisted when He taught 
the people on the mount. The next 
part of the verse contains a principle 
that is very important, and which many 
of us are inclined to overlook. “Thou 
shalt in any wise rebuke thy neighbour, 
and not suffer sin upon him.” To see 
another going astray and fail to warn 
or rebuke him was to act contrary to 
God’s holy Law. 


Verse 18.—“Thou shalt love thy neigh- 
bour as thyself.” This our Lord declared 
to be the second great commandment, the 
first being, “Thou shalt love the Lord thy 
God with all thy heart.” If these two 
commandments are obeyed, all others 
follow naturally, for he who loves God 
and loves his neighbor will not dis- 
honor the One nor work ill to the other.

The Heart of the Lesson 


It is a great mistake to think of the 
Law of God as though it were given 
only to manifest the untrustworthiness 
and corruption of the heart of man. Un- 
doubtedly, this was one of its great ob- 
jectives, but it was also given to guide 
God’s people throughout the centuries 
before Christ came, and so to preserve 
them from the sins and evil practices 
that prevailed among the heathen 
nations round about them. No one was 
ever saved by keeping the Law, but obe- 
dience to Law was an evidence of real 
faith in God, and so was accepted by 
Him as righteousness; just as today we 
are saved by grace alone, and the very 
grace that saves teaches us to live 
soberly, righteously, and godly in this 
present world.

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enactments, statutes, and judgments 
which God gave to Israel for the guid- 
ance of His people and to insure their 
well-being as they dwelt in the land 
which He had given to them. As already 
noted, no one was ever saved by obe- 
dience to the Law, for we are told, “By 
the deeds of the law there shall no flesh 
be justified in his sight.” Nevertheless, 
God had said concerning His Law, “The 
man that doeth these things shall live 
in them”; but as all men failed to give 
complete obedience, no one was ever 
able to earn life on that ground; so 
God is now dealing with men in pure 
grace, giving life to all who believe in 
His Son, that they may walk in obe- 
dience to His Word, 


Summaries and Applications

says, “Believe and live.” 

The Law exposes the sinfulness of’ our 
hearts and lives. Grace directs us to 
the means of cleansing — even the pre- 
cious blood of Christ. 

The pious Israelite learned to love 
God’s Law because he realized it was 
for his blessing to obey it. The ungodly 
flaunted the Law of God because he de- 
lighted in his own willful way. 

When we as Christians receive the 
Lord Jesus Christ as our Saviour, we 
are enabled so to behave ourselves that 
the righteousness of the Law shall be 
fulfilled in us, as we walk, not after the 
flesh, but after the Spirit.

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The Busy Men’s Corner

“And when thy son. asketh thee” 
(Deut. 6:20).—The Lord thoroughly un- 
derstands the inquisitiveness of children 
and expects parents and teachers to give 
intelligent answers whenever possible. 
To be sure, children can ask: the most 
baffling questions—some of which are 
impossible to answer to their satisfac- 
tion. 

I like the way in which Mrs. Doris 
Aldrich — wife of Dr. Willard M. Ald- 
rich, president of the Multnomah School 
of the Bivle, in Portland, Oreg. — han- 
dles the questions of their wide-awake 
children. The following sample is taken 
from Out of the Mixing Bowl: 

“‘Where’s the Lord Jesus now, Mom- 
mie?’ asked Jon, nearly three. 

“Mother paused a minute from sweep- 
ing the kitchen floor. ‘The Lord Jesus is 
in Heaven, Jon.’ 

“*And does the Lord Jesus have a 
bag of candy?’ 


“Another pause while Mother adapted 
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her theological thinking to the mind of 
a three-year-old. ‘Yes, the Lord has a 
bag of candy, I imagine.’ 

“*And does He have a big bag, Mom- 
mie?’ eyes ashine for the answer. 

“Knowing of His abundant supply, 
Mother answered: ‘Yes, He has a big 
bag.’ 

“*Where are the road where we get 
there?’ ” 

Commenting on the incident, Mrs. 
Aldrich says: “Funny little Jon, with 
his main desire for Heaven a desire for 
material reward! But wait— along 
what line does our anticipation lie? Is 
it the ‘many mansions,’ the golden street, 
the sufficiency of everything? Or is 
our anticipation of Heaven all aglow 
with the thought of Heaven’s dearest 
treasure — our Lord Himself? .. . Is it 
what He has to offer, or is it fellowship 


with Him? What is our interest here 
on earth—things, or the Lord Jesus 
Christ?” 


“Then thou shalt say unto thy son, 
We were Pharaoh’s bondmen in Egypt; 
and the Lord brought us out” (v. 21).— 
The testimonies, statutes, and judg- 
ments of the Lord may seem strange 
to a child; but when the keeping of 
them is connected by the parents with a 
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complete change of life and circum- 
stances which the Lord wrought for 
them, the child will better understand 
the “Why?” and “Wherefore?” of them. 

Dr. Griffith Thomas said: “It is a 
well-known fact that children are only 
too quick to see the application of what 
is being told them. Some time ago a 
wéll-known Scottish preacher was ad- 
dressing a large gathering of boys in 
Glasgow, and after telling them an in- 
teresting story, he said, ‘Now, boys, the 
moral of this is...” when a young raga- 
muffin cried, ‘Never mind the moral, 
sir, gi’e us another story!” 

“And the Lord commanded us to do all 
these statutes ... for our good always” 
(v. 24).—A person who obeys the Word 
merely out of a cold sense of duty misses 
completely the motive which the Lord 
has in asking us to do things, 

I was reading about a Col, David Mack 
recently. His father absolutely debar- 
red him from indulging with evil com- 
panions — in the grosser forms of amuse- 
ments. David felt the restrictions to be 
unreasonable and unjust, and remon- 
strated with his father regarding them. 
The reply of the good man was: “My 
son, I do this for your good—to pre- 
serve you from ruin; for, mark me, those

young men will assuredly come to a bad 
end.” 

This prophetic speech was sadly and 
literally fulfilled: three of them expiated 
their crimes on the gallows, others were 
sent to the state prison, and all came 
to a lamentable and disgraceful end. Da- 
vid lived to see the wisdom of his 
father’s commandments. Only eternity 
will reveal the full extent of “good” 
to us which obedience to the Lord’s 
statutes yielded ! 


“And ye shall not swear by my name 
falsely, neither ... profane the name of 
thy God” (Lev. 19:12).—Two things are 
forbidden here: false swearing in the 
name of the Lord, and profanity. King 
Zedekiah had sworn fealty to Nebuchad- 
nezzar in the name of God (2 Chron. 
36:13), then rebelled against him and 
suffered the sad consequences (Jer. 39: 
4-7). Everything promised in the name 
of the Lord should be most carefully 
fulfilled. 

As for profanity, the world abounds 
with examples. The abominable prac- 
tice seems to be on the increase, even 
in feminine circles. An old writer said, 
“Most sinners serve the Devil for pay, 
but swearers serve the Devil gratis: 
whom he rewards by dragging them 
down to hell.” 

For swearers to say that they mean 
nothing by it—that it is just a habit 
they have acquired, and that they do it 
without thinking —only aggravates the 
sin. 

How hardened they must be to insult 
God and to destroy respect and rev- 
erence for God publicly, without even 
thinking of it! What would they think 
of a murderer who said murder was 
such a habit with him that he could 
kill without thinking? 

Thank God for the grace and power 
that have changed so many habitual 
swearers into adorers of the worthy 
name of the Lord Jesus, that they de- 
light to sing: 

The name of Jesus is so sweet, 

I love its musie to repeat; 


It makes my joys full and complete, 
The precious name of Jesus, 
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Say, FeHows,—

AY, fellows, when I was ten years 

old I asked my father if I might 
have a shotgun. Some of the other boys 
in my grade had shotguns, and when 
I went rabbit hunting with them I had 
to use sticks and stones, while they in 
a superior manner carried guns. If I 
could just have a gun—a single-bar- 
reled gun would do. But my father 
thought differently; I was too young 
to have a gun. Moreover, he definitely 
forbade my going out with those boys 
wher. they carried guns. He explained 
to me that it was a serious hazard. "He 
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said that if, when I should arrive at 
the age of fifteen, I should give evidence 
of that carefulness which might warrant 
it, he would consider the matter; but as 
for now —no gun, and no hunting with 
other boys of my age with guns. That 
was the law, and I knew it was final; 
and I had faith in my. father’s judg- 
ment, so it was all right. Not long after- 
ward one of the boys had a part of his 
face and all of one ear shot off by an 
accidental discharge of a gun in another 
boy’s hands. He narrowly missed being 
killed, and to this day he has had to 
go through life frightfully maimed, 

The law might have seemed harsh and 
forbidding, but it was wise and kind. 
And'‘that is the character of any just 
law. It is particularly so with God’s 
laws. They serve as a safeguarding bar- 
rier to protect us from our foolish selves. 
They also serve — when we observe them 
— to direct us into the channels of great- 
est usefulness, and therefore into great- 
est happiness. 

If we could only realize, fellows, that 
God’s laws are a product of God’s love, 
we would never chafe at their restric- 
tions. There can never be a finer de- 
scription of the statutes and judgments 
of God than that expressed by Psalm 
19:7-11; just read it: “The law of the 
Lord is perfect, converting the soul: the 
testimony of the Lord is sure, making 
wise the simple. The statutes of the 
Lord are right, rejoicing the heart: the 
commandment of the Lord is pure, en- 
lightening the eyes. The fear of the 
Lord is clean, enduring for ever: tbe 
judgments of the Lord are true and 
righteous altogether. More to be de- 
sired are they than gold, yea, than much 
fine gold: sweeter also than honey and 
the honeycomb. Moreover by them is 
thy servant warned: and in keeping of 
them there is great reward.” Can you 
name any boon or blessing imaginable 
that is not covered and more than cov- 
ered by the pledge of those five verses? 

Not only is God’s Law the product 
of God’s love; but our Heavenly Father 
has done another supremely gracious 
thing in extending the love factor to 
our end of the transaction. In Romans 
13:10 we learn that “love is the fulfilling 
of the law.” .And when the Pharisee 
lawyer asked the Lord Jesus, “Master, 
which is the great commandment in the 
law?” the Lord answered him: “Thou 
shalt love the Lord thy God with all thy 
heart, with all thy soul, and with all 
thy mind. This is the first and great 
commandment. And the second is like 
unto it, Thou shalt love thy neighbour 
as thyself. On these two commandments 
hang ‘all the law and the prophets” 
(Matt. 22: 36-40). 

Thus you see that God’s Law is just a 
round trip of love from God to man and 
back. “God is love” (1 John 4:8). “For 
this is the love of God, that we keep 
his commandments: and his command- 
ments are not grievous” (1 John 5:3). 
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When you and I get this correct under- 
standing of God’s Law, we shall have no 
fear of it; but we will keep it and we 
will love it.

Laws For LIVING TOGETHER 


HE Bible is the greatest Law Book 
on earth. The laws between its 
covers form the basis for the laws of all 
civilized nations. And as we.look at the 
laws of the Bible, we find another proof 
that the Bible is the Word of God. 
There is an emphasis upon the heart 
that is. wholly lacking in other law 
books. Men can judge a person only by 
his words and actions, but God is able 
to look right down into his heart. And 
God ‘knows the importance of the heart

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of man. In’Proverbs 4:23 we read, “Kéep 
thy heart with all diligence; for out of 
it are the issues of life.” Every time 
you read one of God’s laws in the Bible 
which has an implication for the heart, 
remember that is another proof that this 
book is God-breathed. 

Watch for the place of the heart in 
today’s lesson. What reference is there 
to the heart in Deuteronomy 5:10? See 
God’s concern that the servants may 
have rest also (Deut. 5:14). Here God 
appeals to the hearts of His people by 
reminding them that they had been 
servants in the land of Egypt. 

How God’s heart speaks in Deuteron- 
omy 5:29! He longs that His people 
may have a heart to fear and obey Him 
always. Why? (“That it might be 
well with them, and with their children 
for ever.”) 

See Deuteronomy 6:5, 6. Here the 
command is to “love the Lord thy God 
with all thine heart.” The next verse 
says to keep God’s commandments “in 
thine heart.” 

An earthly government must be satis- 
fied with outward observance of its laws, 
but God is always concerned with hearts. 


Now read Deuteronomy 6:20. A few 
weeks ago we studied the mother’s in- 
fluence over her child, when we read 
about Timothy and his mother Eunice. 
We learned then that the genuine faith 
of a mother was bound to affect her 
child. Here we see the same thing. 
When the son sees his parents obey the 
commands of the Lord, he asks, “What 
mean the testimonies, and the statutes, 
and the judgments, which the Lord our 
God hath commanded you?” The child 
learns more from the’ obedience of his 
parents to God, than he could ever learn 
by any other means. The parents are 
to answer by telling him some of the 
things God has done for them. How 
many can you find here? Deuteronomy 
6:21-23. (Did wonders in Egypt before 
their eyes. Delivered them from Egypt. 
Brought them into Canaan.) Next, the 
parents are to tell the child for what 
purpose God gave the commandments. 
Find it in verse 24. God’s command- 
ments are always for the good of His 
people. His love is infinite, so that He 
always wants what is best for them. 
His wisdom is perfect, so that He can 
never make a mistake. If we remember 
this, how will it make us feel toward 
God’s commandments? 

All of you know the Ten Command- 
ments. There are many other laws God 
gave Moses to give to the Israelites. 
We will find some of these in Leviticus. 
Turn to Leviticus 19:9, 10. See how God 
is teaching His people consideration for 
the stranger! What great love story in 
the Bible hinges on obedience to this 
Scripture? 

Read verse 11. Which parts of this 
verse are included in the Ten Command- 
ments? What do you think the middle 
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part means? 
school.) 

What two things are forbidden in verse 
12? In court the witnesses must take 
oath that they will speak the truth, the 
whole truth, and nothing but the truth. 
That means they promise in the name 
of God. It is a dreadful sin to promise 
in His holy name, and then to speak 
falsely. But it is also a great sin to pro- 
fane that name. That means to take 
God’s name in vain. What kind of peo- 
ple do that? (Psa. 139: 20.) 

People of this world are often very 
busy trying to get everything they can 
for themselves. But a Christian’s busi- 
ness is to serve the Lord. Some of the 
Devil’s crowd defraud others (secretly 
cheat them); others rob (take what they 
want ‘by violence). We are not sur- 
prised to find that God forbids His peo- 
ple to do either of these things. But 
notice the last part of the verse. Many 
people are slow to pay their bills, yet 
never think of that as sin. But see how 
strongly God puts it. A bill should 
never wait till morning to be paid, if 
you are able to pay it the night before. 

Hudson Taylor, founder of the China 
Inland Mission, tells a story which shows 
the importance of this Scripture. As a 
young man he worked for a doctor who 
frequently forgot to pay him till his 
salary was long overdue. One Satur- 


(Things like cheating in 


.day found Hudson Taylor absolutely 


penniless and with his rent due that 
night. He asked the Lord to remind 
the doctor that his salary was overdue. 
About five o’clock that afternoon, the 
doctor did remember his pay. He said, 
“I wish I had thought of it a little 
sooner, for only this afternoon I sent 
all the money I had to the bank. Other- 
wise I would pay you at once.” Hud- 
son Taylor was keertly disappointed. 
The Lord had answered his prayer and 
reminded the doctor, but it seemed as if 
it was not going to help him anyway. 

About ten o’clock that night Hudson 
Taylor was about to lock up the surgery 
and go sadly home to his room and to 
his landlady, who expected the money 
that night, when he heard the doctor 
approaching, laughing heartily. He came 
in and said that one of his richest ‘pa- 
tients had just come to pay his doctor’s 
bill. This man could have mailed a 
check to him any time. But instead he 
had come that evening and paid cash, 
saying he could not rest with that bill 
on his mind. After the doctor had re- 
ceipted the bill, he paid Hudson Taylor. 
Taylor went back to his room that night 
to praise the Lord, and to pay his land- 
lady. Perhaps the Lord used Leviticus 
19:13 to make the wealthy patient pay 
the doctor that night. I do not know, 
but certainly it was the Lord who made 
him bring the money then, and it was 
in obedience to this Scripture, whether 
he was familiar with this particular 
verse or not. 

Verse 14 teaches consideration for the 
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Lesson for October 17 


deaf and blind. And verse 15, righteous- 
ness in every dealing with others, 

Let us mark verse 16 in our Bibles. A 
talebearer can do a lot of harm. We 
should talk about the goodness of the 
Lord, and not the faults of His servants. 

Notice again in verse 17, “Thou shalt 
not hate thy brother in thine heart.” 

Whenever I see a young person sitting 
down while an old person has to stand, 
whether it is in a bus, or a streetcar, 
or anywhere else, I always want to quote 
to him Leviticus 19:32. Read it. Do 
you think it would be a good verse for 
the Bible Crusaders to display in public 
conveyances? . 

See again in verses 33 and 34 how God 
is concerned with attitudes, just as much 
as with actions. “Ye shall not vex [or 
annoy] ... the strgnger [a foreigner] 
...,thou shalt love him as thyself.” We 
have had three injunctions to love in 
this lesson: (1) “Thou shalt love the 
Lord thy God with all thine heart.” (2) 
“Thou shalt love thy neighbour as thy- 
self.” (3) “Thou shalt love him [the 
stranger or foreigner] as thyself.” 

Now turn to Matthew 22:35-40. Let 
us read it together. Notice that the 
Lord says the whole Law depends on 
love: for God and love for man, Turn 
to Romans 13:8-10. Here the Apostle 
Paul by the Holy Spirit tells Christians 
the same thing. In view of these Scrip- 
tures, what should we who are saved, 
pray for most? (More love to God, more 
love for one another, and more love 
for those who are still strangers to the 
grace of God.) If the love of God is 
thus shed abroad in our hearts, we will 
find it easy to obey God our Saviour 
in all things.

Laws for Living (Deut. 6:5; Lev. 19:9-11, 16a) 


EVIEW divisions of Old and New 

Testaments. If the. ladder suggested 
in Lesson 1 is used, pupils who know the 
divisions may place their name slips at 
the foot ready to climb next Sunday. 
Teach the names of the books of Law, 
placing the slips with the names of the 
books between the rungs. See that each 
child can pronounce the names correctly. 
Locate these books in the Bible. 

I am sure you know some people who 
“live” in these books. One begins with 
A and lives in Genesis 12:1. Find his 
“house” and read the verse. Who can 
tell more about him? How much did he 
love the Lord? (Review Matt. 22:37, last 
week’s Memory Verse.) Another per- 
son begins with B and lives in Exodus 
31:2. What work did God call him to 
do? Then there is Mr. M, who has many, 
many houses. Let’s find the one in 
Numbers 1:1. What else do you know 
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about him? Do you know other people 
who live in the Law books? There are 
indeed many, such as Adam, Noah, and 
Joseph. 

Of course, the books of Law must 
have laws as well as people in 
them. Some very famous laws are the 
Ten Commandments. Find them in Ex- 
odus 20. Name the ones you know. To- 
day we will find some of the other laws. 
First, Deuteronomy 6:5. That sounds 
like a verse we learned in Matthew, 
doesn’t it? Well, a lawyer one day asked 
the Lord Jesus what the most important 
law was. Perhaps you would like to 
read that story (Matt. 22:35-40). . The 
Lord more than answered his question, 
didn’t He? He gave him law number 
two, which he didn’t ask for! 

In Leviticus 19:9-11 God made a rule 
that nobody should try to keep every 
spear of grain and every grape that grew 
on his land for himself. Why not? Do 
you suppose for boys and girls in our 
country, that rule might read: When 
you buy a stick of gum, do not put it 
all into your own mouth. If you have 
candy, do not eat every single piece 
yourself. Give some to a child who can- 
not buy any. (On the blackboard print 
a large DON’T, with a brace to include 
five lines. On the first line print “Be 
selfish.” Verse 11 will give you some 
more don’t’s.) (Children may print a 
brief thought for each, such as “steal,” 
“fool people,” “tell lies.”) The first part 
of verse 16 has a rule for boys and girls, 
too. (Add to the don’t’s “repeat stories.”) 
What surprise can you find in verse 
18? (The second law to which Christ 
referred—in Matt. 22:39. Write the 
Memory Verse, “Thou shalt love thy 
neighbour as thyself,” above the don’t’s.) 

Tell me again what the Lord Jesus 
said the most important laws are. What 
are the five smaller rules that help us 
keep the second great law? And now, 
the names of the five books of Law. 
Can you’ remember those twelve things 
to tell the folks at home? Good, but 
better than that, will you be “doers of 
the word, and not hearers only”? The 
Lord said we show our love of Him by 
keeping His rules (John 14: 23, 24). Every 
day as you mingle with other boys and 
girls at school and play, you will have 
a chance to keep these rules or not to 
keep them, ° 

Perhaps you would like a piece of 
chalk for your blackboard at home. You 
can take a piece from school, and no 
one will see you. What rule will you 
remember? You didn’t mean to get ink 
on your clothes, but you did. Will you 
tell Mother one of the boys did it? Why 
not? Mother puts up a generous lunch 
for you at school. One girl has very 
little in her pail. What rule will fit? 
Somebody whispers to you that Susie 
did so-and-so. You tell the story to the 
group with whom you walk home from 
school. Then you tell Mother and the 
lady next door. After supper you tell

For several years my 
daughter and I have been sending pack- 
ages of food to a Christian family in 
Italy. When our missionary to Italy was 
in this country we talked with him 
about this family and learned that they 
were as worthy as we had believed them 
to be. We had the joy of sending the 


four-year-old boy the first toy he ever 


owned. His mother wrote: “Bruno is 
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immensely happy with his toy. Even to 
his little bed, in the evening, he wants 
to fall asleep with his beloved dog be- 
tween his little arms, and in the follow- 
ing morning he relates to have played 
with it in dreams.” Their gratitude 
makes me ashamed, because I know we 
could have done more. In one of her 
letters were these words: “May God 
give you every blessing as without your 
precious helps we should have starved 
and badly dressed. When we think that 
you without knowing us have helped us 
only confiding in God, I cannot restrain 
my tears. Thanks to you we have been 
able to Jive with our dignity without 
asking to anyone for something.” In an- 
other letter: “Oh! the precious sugar as 
sweet as your goodness. ... Often we 
ask to ourselves, ‘Are we worthy to be 
so loved by God?’. Because we believe 
that Christ Himself lives in you as well 
as you believe He lives in our hearts.”

Giving His Last Biscuit—Ye shall not 
steal (Lev. 19:11). Sir Ernest Shackle- 
ton was asked to tell of his most ter- 
rible moment in the Arctic. And he 
said his worst was one night in an 
emergency hut. He and his fellows were 
lying there; he rather apart from the 
rest. They had given out the ration 
of the last biscuits. There was nothing 
more to divide.

For Primary Teachers

UR book for today is labeled Law. 

We found biographies all through 
the Bible, and we find laws in many 
books of the Bible, but when we speak 
of “the Law,” we generally mean the 
Law that was given to Moses on Mt. 
Sinai, for the Children of Israel to obey. 
We read about it, how it was given, and 
what it contained, in Exodus, Leviticus, 
Numbers, and Deuteronomy. The Law 
contained the Ten Commandments, That 
is all of it that most people know, but 
it had rules about all the things of every- 
day life. The Israelites were commanded 
what they could eat, and what they 
should not eat. They had rules about 
cleanliness and health. There were laws 
about masters and slaves, about men’s 
land and cattle. There were rules about 
marrying and burying. There were laws 
about sowing seed and harvesting crops. 
There were commandments about how 
the poor should be treated. 

God told Moses exactly how the Tab- 
ernacle should be built, and it was built 
just as commanded. Then God gave 
Moses all the rules for the priests, and 
for the sacrifices, and the feasts and 
fasts. Nothing was left to chance or 
man’s ideas. The Israelites were living 
under Law. 
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Maybe you think we are living under 


law, too, from the number of laws we 
have, but with all the laws, there is 
yet a great deal of freedom about our 
everyday lives in this country. Here is 
something for you to remember, that 


almost all law is founded 


on the Law 


God gave to Moses. Maybe some of you 
saw the Freedom Train as it traveled 
through this country early this year, and 
you saw the Constitution and the other 
treasures of our Government. Did you 
know that most.of the men who wrote 
those documents were Christians, and, 
they wrote into our laws the same foun- 
dation rules they found in the Law of 
Moses. Of course, we have many laws 
today that are not even what God wants 
men to do, but are men’s ideas, and these 
are the laws that are not fair to all of 


the people. God’s Law 


is perfect, 


whether it is about worship or business. 
God’s Law is always perfect. 

We find law in other parts of the Bible. 
Prophets and kings made rules as they 
were needed. If the kings were godly 
men, they asked God for His will in re- 
gard to the laws they made, but wicked 


kings made wicked laws. 


When we come to the New Testament, 
we find the Lord Jesus Christ teaching 


two new commandments. 


Really, they 


contained all the Ten Commandments 
plus love, The old Law said if a man 


took. your coat away, you 


had a right 


to get it back, but the new Law said if 
he took your coat, you should give him 
your cloak also. In other words, the new 
Law taught forgiveness and love. And 
that law of love is the one you and I are 
living under, if we are Christians, and 
are following the rules of the Lord Jesus 


Christ. 


Then Paul gave the church some new 
laws, the. same laws Christ gave, but 
even more full of love, because we have 
the Holy Spirit dwelling in our hearts, 
to help us, and when Jesus was on earth, 
the Holy Spirit had not yet come to live 


in believers’ hearts. 


This Law subject is very important. 
How are we living? -Are we going 
around still saying, “An eye for an eye 


and a tooth for a tooth’? 


That is the 


Law of Moses. Or are we saying, “Lord, 
help me forgive those who do me wrong, 
even seventy times seven”? 

Christ said, “Thou shalt love thy neigh- 
bour as thyself.” That is our Memory 
Verse today, and it is a good one to 
memorize. More than that, really obey 
it, for it is one of God’s laws for us,

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Children at Home 
A True Angel 


Founded on fact

OMETIMES we hear a girl called 

an “angel,” but this Angel was a 
boy —a Mexican boy, by that name, who 
lived in San Antonio, Texas. He was a 
very loyal Catholic. 

When he was twelve years old he was 
invited to a Protestant mission, but re- 
fused until he learned that. they were 
serving ice cream that day. Angel’s peo- 
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ple were very poor, and ice cream was 
a treat to him, so it did not take him 
long to decide that he would go to the 
mission and get some ice cream, but he 
firmly made up his mind that he would 
not listen to a word that was said. 

After that pleasant experience, he 
went back again and again to the mis- 
sion, but he could not keep his resolu- 
tion, for after he had been a few times 
he found himself eagerly drinking in 
the words of life. 

His parents decided he was going too 
often and becoming too much interested, 
so they forbade his going at all, but he 
could not stay away. His father pun- 
ished him, and sent for the priest, who 
threatened to put him out of the Cath- 
olic Church, 

Angel could stand that threat better 
than he could his mother’s tears as she 
begged him to come back to the Cath- 
olic faith, but Christ strengthened him 
to resist even her pleas, 

When they found that none of these 
things moved him, his father drove him 
away from home, 

Poor Angel did not know where to 
go, so he slipped home at night after 
his father was in bed and slept on the 
porch. The milkman awakened him 
when he came in the morning, and Angel 
would slip away before the family knew 
that he had slept there. He sold papers 
and bought a little food with the money. 

This went on for some time before 
his Christian friends at the mission dis- 
covered his trouble. They gave him a 
room at the mission and food in return 
for his taking care of the building. 

When Angel was thirteen years old 
they held a series of meetings at the 
mission, with a different speaker each 
night. They asked Angel if he would 
give a talk on one of the nights. He 
refused at first, but when they urged 
him, he went to work to get up a “ser- 
mon.” 

He had never “preached” before, and 
did not know how to go about preparing 
a “sermon.” He, however, read several 
books he found there at the mission and 
wrote down anything he thought was 
good. It contained a great deal of Scrip- 
ture, for when someone asked him what 
his text would be, he replied that he 
had fifty-two texts! 

He felt well: satisfied with his “ser- 
mon” until the night before he was to 
speak; then he began to have some 
doubts, and spent much time in prayer 
that night that the Lord would give him 
a real message for the people. 

When he rose to “preach,” to his sur- 
prise, he saw his mother in the audi- 
ence; but he bravely spoke forth what 
he believed the Lord wanted him to say. 

When he gave the invitation to those 
who were not saved to accept the Gos- 
pel, his mother accepted the Lord Jesus 
Christ as her Saviour, as did some of 
his brothers and sisters who had come 
with his mother, and many others, num- 
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bering twenty-five in all, Later his 
father also accepted Christ, and then 
they begged Angel to come home to live. 

Of course Angel was very happy to go 
back to his own home, He later went 
to college and prepared himself to be 
a minister of the Gospel, and he is still 
preaching: He has been able to lead 
hundreds to the Lord.

WO statements are made in Luke’s 

Gospel concerning the growth ‘and 
development of the Lord Jesus Christ 
from childhood to manhood. In Luke 
2:40 we read, “And the child grew, and 
waxed strong in spirit, filled with wis- 
dom: and the grace of God was upon 
him.” Then in the fifty-second verse 
we read, “And Jesus increased in wis- 
dom and stature, and in favour with 
God and man.” 

In coming- into this world the Lord 
Jesus took upon Himself our nature, 
and in that sense, although He was the 
Son of God, He grew and developed 
mentally and physically, even as we 
must do. But there was one great dif- 
ference. He was sinless. There was 
nothing in Him to which sin could make 
any appeal, whereas, each of us has 
come into the world under the curse 


_that came upon the whole human race 


because of the disobedience of our first 
parents, Adam and Eve. We see the ef- 


' fects of the fallen nature that all men 


inherit, even in a little child in its dis- 
play of temper and willfulness, and 
later in a disposition to be untruthful 
and selfish, or to take that which be- 
longs to another. 4

God’s Word tells us that such wrong 
emotion, as well as good emotion, origi- 
nates in what is called “the heart” — 
not the physical organ that pumps blood 
through the body, but that innermost 
part of our being which is really our- 
selves, and the seat of our emotion and 
our will. 

The Scripturés also tell us that, in 
order to reach the stature of manhood 
that God expects of and has planned for 
each of us, something needs to be done 
about these hearts of ours. Dr. Graham 
Scroggie has said, “It is useless’ to wash 
the face of a,clock when the main spring 
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is broken.” Just so, it is useless to fix 
up or improve our emotions until their 
source has been dealt with. 

There are two distinct and quite dif- 
ferent steps in God’s dealing with the 
human heart, and it is important that 
we understand them clearly. Both are 
essential and one cannot come before the 
other. Nowhere in God’s Word are we 
told that He somehow fixes-up, or re- 
pairs,-or renovates these hearts of ours, 
But we are told that He gives us a new 
nature. David, you will recall, asked 
for a new heart, not a repaired one 
(Psa. 51:10. Read also 2 Cor. 5:17; Eph. 
4:24; Col. 3:9, 10; Ezek. 36:26). It is 
this work of God that comes through 
faith in the Lord Jesus Christ that we 
generally speak of as salvation, or the 
new birth (John 3:3).

But, having been given a new heart 
or a new nature, another work of grace 
begins in the believer — that of growth. 
Sometimes, however, because of indif- 
ference or neglect, or ignorance on our 
part, growth fails to make itself evident 
in our lives. Paul, in writing to the 
Corinthians, as indicated in our first 
Scripture portion for this week’s topic, 
told them that there were certain things 
that he could not tell them about, spirit- 
ual things, because they were like babes. 
Like babes, they had to be fed simple 
food, and were-unable to eat the strong 
meat of spiritual truth that He could 
have given them. 

Another result of spiritual childhood, 
of lack of growth, is instability, as seen 
from our Scripture lesson verses in 
Ephesians 4. Instead of having control 
of and directing our emotions, we are 
a prey to them until we have grown 
up to the stature of a complete mah in 
Christ, and we are in danger of being 
deceived and exploited in spiritual mat- 
ters by cunning and evil men.

But how is spiritual growth to be ac- 
complished? Certainly it does not come 
by just wishing for it. It comes through 
the power of the Lord Jesus Christ, 
made real to us through the indwelling 
Holy Spirit. And yet we have a very 


- definite part in it, for, as Paul told the 


Corinthians in the Scripture portion in- 
cluded in our second set of verses for 
this week’s topic, when he became a 
man he “put away” childish things (1 
Cor. 13:11). 

Certainly, the first step in growth after 
we have received from God our new 
nature through faith in Christ, is that 
of reading and studying and meditating 
upon His Word (Psa. 1:2; 119:9). Both 
milk for babes and strong meat for 
grown men is found in the Word, but 
it will not cause us to grow as long 
as we keep it tucked away in the bureau 
drawer, or reposing on a table. We 
must open it, and read it regularly, and 
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our ministry, we must often deny what our 
hearts command. 
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with a disposition to do the will of God, 
as revealed by the Word, the moment we 
know what that will is.

the generations of Protestants who for 
more than four hundred years have wor- 
shiped here. At one point in the serv- 
ice, all the students rose and sang a 
solemn confession of faith; one verse in 
French, another in English, a third in 
German, and so on, Then the pastor 
addressed us from the high, ornately 
carved pulpit in the center of the nave. 
Now a minister of the Reformed Church, 
Pastor Chassot, like his friend Dr. 
Brechet the missionary, owes much to 
the Fellowship at the university in his 
student days. He closed his stirring 
message with a reference to the words 
of his text, Psalm 40:10, “As you leave 
Lausanne having considered His cross, 
may you go out not hiding from your 
fellow students His lovingkindness and 
truth.” As we went out into the summer 
sunlight, we knew that in a real sense 
the threefold purpose of the conference 
had been accomplished. We had con- 
templated the, cross for salvation, for a 
deeper knowledge of the Lord Jesus, and 
for a clearer vision of what His will is 
for us. In His strength we are going 
home to do that will, for by His cross 
we shall conquer, 
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scripture hath said, from within him 
shall flow rivers of living water” (John 
7:37, 38, R.V.): For them, the Cross has 
sweetened the whole of life, as the tree 
cast into the waters of Marah (Exod. 15: 
25). With the Psalrnist they can say, “All 
my springs are in thee” (Psa. 87:7). 
“They shall still bring forth fruit in old 
age; they shall be fat and flourishing; to 
show that the Lord is upright: he is 
my rock, and there is no unrighteous- 
ness in him” (Psa, 92:14, 15). 
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Going through East Northfield, the 


‘Traveler looked across the green valley 


to the towers of the auditorium against 
the hill, and could see through the trees 
some of the other buildings of the 
school and ,conference grounds. His 
thoughts went back across many years 
to his own boyhood, and he remembered 
that the biography or Henry Clay Trum- 
bull, Editor of the Trmes for many years, 
had been mostly written in a little study 
up on one of the hills. He thought, too, 
of the farmhouse owned by Dr, Arthur 
T. Pierson, whose influence as a preacher 
of the Gospel, defender of the faith, and 
Bible expositor had been so far-reach- 
ing and lasting. Then he thought of 
D. L. Moody, and his evangelism, and 
the schools he had started at Northfield, 
the “Cambridge Seven” in England, and 
the great Moody Bi*le Institute. There 
was a pang of sorrow in his heart as he 
thought of the men of God whom Moody 
had gathered at the early Northfield con- 
ferences, and of how they had proclaimed 
from that platform the unsearchable 
riches of Christ as they are found in 
God’s infallible Word; but for many 
years now men have appeared on that 
same platform who neither preach nor 
believe Moody’s complete Gospel and 
who consider belief in the infallibility 
of the Bible as old-fashioned. But then 
he could see Round Top in the distance, 
and that brought a comforting thought. 
For there is the grave of D. L. Moody, 
and on it are these words, “He that 
doeth the will of God abideth for ever” 
(1 John 2:17). 

The Traveler had two good compan- 
ions on that long, hot train journey. 
These were a biography of Jonathan 
Edwards, written by. the Rev. Samuel 
Miller, D.D., of Princeton Seminary and 
published in 1856 (out of print); and 
one of Amy Wilson Carmichael’s 
thought-provoking books, “His Thoughts 
Said ... His Father Said... .”1 The 
biography took him back two hundred 
years, when the world-famous preacher 
and Christian philosopher ministered to 
congregations in Northampton and 
Stockbridge, and was-in continual cor- 
respondence on theological matters with 
the great leaders of the Christian church 
in England and Scotland. Edwards had 
taken a keen interest in the young mis- 
sionary to the Indians, David Brainerd, 
sheltered him in his own home during 
his last illness, and finally prepared his 
heart-moving journal for publication. 
By a strange coincidence, as the Trav- 
eler was reading the conclusion of the 
biography, he was brought sharply back 
to the present by the conductor’s ‘shout- 
ing loudly from the door, “Northamp- 
ton! Northampton !” (More of Miss Car- 
michael’s book later.) 

How completely the scene changed as 
the first stage of the long journey drew 
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to a close! In the morning the Traveler 
had looked out on bright, upland pas- 
tures, and rolling farm lands, where 
everything spoke (outwardly at least) 
of peace and plenty. Now he saw tall 
factory stacks, garish advertising signs, 
dingy backyards, congested highways, and 
crowded apartment houses and tenements. 
Weariness began to creep over the TraV- 
eler, and he was strongly tempted to 
wish that he were back in the moun- 
tains and that his trip had not been 
necessary. Then he read this passage 
in Miss Carmichael’s book: 


“His thoughts said, How wearisome is 


the chatter of earth, 

“His Father said, The world passeth 
away and the lust thereof (and the talk 
thereof), but he that doeth the will of 
God abideth for ever. Fix thine heart 
on the doing of My will and let the 
rest go by.” 


When at the end of the run the Trav- 
eler stepped out of the train into the 
great city station, he found the heat 
oppressive and his bags were heavy. 
But he was soon refreshed by a relative 
and two friends who were there to meet 
him and help him on his way. He real- 
ized afresh the joy and blessing of Chris- 
tian fellowship and he was reminded of 
Paul’s experience—‘“And so we went 
toward Rome. And from thence, when 
the brethren heard of us, they came to 
meet us as far as Apii forum, and The 
three taverns: whom when Paul saw, 
he thanked God, and took courage” 
(Acts 28:14, 15). 

There was still another train journey 
of two hours and a drive by car to be 
taken before the Traveler could reach 
his home. He found a seat in a car 
where there was plenty of room, and 
soon discovered that he was in the one 
coach on the whole crowded train where 
the air conditioning was not working! 
Only one other man was willing to stand 
the heat in that coach, so they had it 
to themselves for some time. But there 
is never a time or circumstance where 
God cannot give fresh courage and 
strength to one of His own who turns to 
Him in faith. This is what the Traveler 
found in Miss Carmichael’s little book: 

“His thoughts said, I could do bettey 
work for my Lord if it were not that I 
am tired. I am tired of being tired. 

“His Father said, Jesus, being wearied 
with His journey, sat thus on the well. Art 
thou not willing to be wearied with thy 
journey? Many are wearied in the serv- 
ice of self, the world, earthly glory — 
thou ari loosed from that bondage. Re- 
joice in thy liberty to be weary for His 
sake who loved thee and gave Himself 
for thee. Abide in His love, and thou 
shalt learn to give as He gave, even in 
weariness; to live as He lived, more than 
conqueror over the flesh.” 

These lines are not written merely to 
tell the story of that journey, for that 
is not important; but to testify that God 
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is well able to carry us over the hard 
places of life. and to enable us to go 
through them “not somehow but trium- 
phantly.” If anyone in the country on 
that hot day was more tempted to give 
way to disappointment, discouragement, 
and the feeling that his strenuous efforts 
were futile, the Traveler certainly did 
not know who he might be. But what 
God did for him, He can and will do 
for any and every one who knows the 
Saviour and rests upon the faithfulness 
of God. 

As a last, gracious touch on that long, 
hard day, God gave the Traveler these 
words in the Daily Light for that very 
evening: 

“I must work the works of him that 
sent me, while it is day. ... 

“My meat is to do the will of him 
that sent me, and to finish his work. 

“Preach the word; be instant in sea- 
son, out of season. — Occupy till I come. 

“I laboured more abundantly than they 
all: yet not I, but the grace of God 
which was with me.”

These should be 
ordered directly from the publishers, as 
the Times does not intend to carry a 
stock of such calendars.

though they are hard to find today. If 
you have no Christian bookstore in your 
city, I would suggest that you send to 
Moody Press, 153 Institute Place, Chi- 
cago 10, for their list of Moody Colport- 
age books, which contains titles of a 
number of Christian stories, bound in 
paper, at 25 cents ‘each postpaid. Of 
these I will name some (with their num; 
bers), in case you do not know them: 
23, “Nobody Loves Me”; 28, “Probable 
Sons”; 42, “Whiter Than Snow and Little 
Dot”; 50, “Jessica’s First Prayer”; 57, 
“Christie’s Old Organ”; 72, “A Peep Be- 
hind the Scenes.” These are sound, in- 
teresting, well written, mostly with Eng- 
lish backgrounds; but they have quite 
a few American stories as well. All have 
been read aloud countless times in count- 
less Christian homes to the delight of 
children and adults. Number 57 is about 
boys, but both boys and girls like it. 


More expensive are those carried by 
Loizeaux Brothers, Inc., 19 West 21st St., 
New York 10. “Paula the Waldensian,” 
by Eva Le Comte (175 pages, price 60 
cents), is the interesting, touching story 
of a fourteen-year-old girl, who dies at 
the end after doing much good in mod- 
ern Spain. You and other adults as 
well as the girls will enjoy this true 
story. 

Then there is a full line of books 
for boys and girls by Paul Hutchens, 
which appeal to boys of today and to 
some girls: they are generally called 
“The Sugar Creek Gang” books, and are 
75 cents each (Wm. B. Eerdmans Pub- 
lishing Co.). The first one is called just 
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“The Sugar Creek Gang,” and the others 
are sequels, all at the same price, and 
are adventures of the (Christian) gang 
and leaders. 


In the same class are the Ken Books 
by Basil Miller, airplane adventures of 
Ken and his friends, the first being “Ken 
Rides the Range,” and there are eight or 
tén of the series, ail 75 cents each (Zon- 
dervan Publishing House. These are also 
boyish, but Christian. 

Bertha Moore has written a series of 
Triplets books, beginning with “The 
Three. Baers,” and having nine or ten 
sequels, all 75.cents each (Wm. B. Eerd- 
mans Publishing Co.), much more from 
the girls’ viewpoint than the above 
books; but all three of these groups are 
well liked by girls and boys we know. 
Then there is the Patty Lou Series by 
Basil Miller, of which I have seen six, 
the first being “Patty Lou of the Golden 
West,” and they also are 75 cents each 
(Zondervan Publishing House). 


All of the above books may be pur-

There are some fine character-build- 
ing books we used to get from England, 
of schoolboys and schoolgirls, but just at 
present I cannot find them. They are 
up-to-date and interesting. Also there 
is a field of fiction for older girls, just 
now hard to get, but I hope it will re- 
turn; and in the meantime there are a 
great many Grace Livingston Hill stories 
for girls, some better than others, but 
all Christian, nearly all love-stories, 
which can be found in many places. 

I hope this will be helpful to you, and 
that your granddaughters may develop 
such a taste for Christ-centered stories 
that the worldly ones will never be able 
to influence them away from the Lord.
